In the last issue, I discussed some 
goals and objectives we hope to ac- 
complish in 1992. Since then, the 
other members of the board and I 
have discussed further issues we 
would like to share with you. 

A. Rebuild the Annual State Con- 
vention as a dynamic source of infor- 
mation and revenue. 

1. Build alliances with related 
professional groups. 

AIA Michigan and the Metropolitan 
Detroit chapter of the Construction 
Specifications Institute (CSI) will 
combine their fall events for 1992. 
The Society's Annual State Conven- 
tion and the CSI Product Showcase 
traditionally occur within a few weeks 
of each other, and both rely upon 
many of the same vendors to par- 
ticipate. As a result, each show tends 
to weaken the other. Our goal is to 
create a strong show and to have both 
organizations profit. 

The combined event will be called 
The Design and Construction Expo 
‘92. The dates are October 29-30, 
1992, at the Dearborn Hyatt Hotel. 
This event will include the Society's 
1992 Convention, which Carl Roe- 
hling, AIA has agreed to chair. Those 
of you who know Carl also know that 
he is a wealth of innovative ideas. 
That, coupled with his dedication and 
energy level virtually assure that this 
will be a very special event. 

Larry Horning, AIA has accepted 
Carl's offer to chair the Exhibit Com- 
mittee along with Larry Raymond, 


AIA representing CSI and Mike Mos- 
ley, AIA representing AIA Michigan. 

2. Promote exceptional profes- 
sional development and continuing 
education opportunities. 

Mike Marshburn, AIA in addition 
to serving as Past President of the 
Society, wants to work very closely on 
Continuing Education and Profes- 
sional Development. The program 
portion of Expo ’92 will be one way in 
which he hopes to help present some 
outstanding programs for our mem- 
bers. 

Mike will be working closely with 
Norm Hamann, AIA who has ac- 
cepted Carl Roehling’s offer to chair 
the Program Committee. Carl and 
Norm envision an array of programs 
which will be appealing not only to 
Architects, but also Engineers, 
Landscape Architects, Interior Desig- 
ners, Marketing Professionals, Ven- 
dors and Contractors. 

3. Develop continuity of convention 
leadership to build upon previous 
success. 

Like the committees for the Annual 
Mid-Summer Conference on Mack- 
inac Island and the Annual Design 
Conference at Torch Lake, the Con- 
vention Committee needs continuity 
from year to year. 

Carl Roehling was heavily involved 
in the Program Committee for the 
1990 Convention and, therefore,

Dick Fry, AIA 
AIA Huron Valley 

Dick is a 1965 graduate of the 
University of Michigan College of Ar- 
chitecture and Urban Planning and 
has been practicing Architecture for 
the past 22 years. He is president of 
Richard E. Fry, AIA Ltd. with offices 
in Ann Arbor, MI and Aspen, CO. He 
served as Adjunct Professor of Ar- 
chitecture at the University of 
Michigan and has special interest in 
historical adaptive re-use. He has 
been recognized by the Historical 
Society of Michigan for the Heydon 
Buildings, received the "M" Award 
from the Masonry Institute for the 
Michigan League renovations, and 
has won design awards from AIA 
Michigan for the Ann Arbor Central 
Fire Station and Gilbert Residence. 

Dick is the 1991 AIA Michigan Past 
President and a Past President of the 
Huron Valley Chapter. For AIA 
Michigan, Fry is a member of the State 
Licensing Committee, The AIA 
Michigan Past President’s Advisory 
Committee, State Fire Marshall 
Schools Committee, Mid Summer 
Conference Committee and Chair of 
the Design Retreat Committee (which 
was established by him) and Chairs the 
Design Awards and Recognitions 
Committee. Fry has attended 
Grassroots four times and was a 
presenter this past year, presenting 
the AIA Michigan Design Retreat.

Karl received his architectural and 
graduate training at the University of 
Detroit. Professionally he started in 
small practices in Jackson, followed 
by experience in the offices of Giffels 
& Associates, Yamasaki, Leinweber 
and Hellmuth and the Joint venture of 
Saarinen, Yamasaki and Stonorov. 
After becoming an associate in the 
office of Meathe, Kessler and As- 
sociates, Karl entered private prac- 
tice and simultaneously began his 
career as an architectural educator. 
After a decade as a faculty member 
and Associate Dean of Architecture at 
the University of Detroit he became 
the Dean of the College of Architec- 
ture and Design at Lawrence Tech- 
nological University. 

Beyond practicing and teaching, he 
has been a Director and President of 
the Detroit Chapter and a Director of 
the MSA. Professionally, he has 
chaired numerous committees, most 
notably those dealing with Profes- 
sional Practice. Nationally, Karl has 
chaired the Architects in Education 
Committee, The Walter Wagner 
Forum, is the Academic Advisor to 
AIAS, and has been chair of the 
NCARB Master Jurors Committee 
twice. 

He has chaired nearly a dozen semi- 
nars, conferences and meetings in- 
tended to bring the world of the 
Academy and our profession into 
closer and more harmonious alliance. 


Leslie D. Tincknell, AIA 

Saginaw Valley Chapter 

Les Tincknell has been an AIA 
member since 1958. He is a Past Presi- 
dent of AIA Michigan, and served the 
Board of Directors for seven years. 
He is a Past President of the Saginaw 
Valley Chapter and served the chap- 
ter in all offices. For National AIA, 
Tincknell was a member of the Ar- 
chitects for Education Committee, the 
Housing Committee, and the Criminal 
Justice Committee.

COMMITTEE REPORT 
STATE LICENSING

The 1991 AIA Michigan President 
Mike Marshburn, AIA formed the 
State Licensing Committee to provide 
direction and coordination between 
various state chapters and AIA 
Michigan. Under the presidency of 
Steve Whitney, AIA, the Committee 
has been formed and is already having 
an impact in three critical areas re- 
lated to the practice of architecture: 
Professional Practice, Interior Design 
Licensing and Self Regulation. 

Professional Practice, chaired by 
Ben Tiseo, AIA, is an issue that is 
crucial to the continuation of our 
profession. We are not only watching 
and acting upon illegal or unlicensed 
activity, we are also attempting to 
strengthen the ability of the govern- 
ment and the profession to clamp 
down on violators. Several new com- 
plaints have been filed and this task 
force is committed to securing the 
ability of architects to practice as re- 
quired by law. 

Interior Design Licensing is chaired 
by Tony Foust, AIA and is currently 
monitoring activity in the legislature. 
With the current mood of government 
to reduce legislative control, it is un- 
likely that the proposed legislation will 
proceed very far in this session of 
government. 

The Self Regulation Task Force 
chaired by Rocco Romano, AIA is 
charged with investigating the pos- 
sibility of taking over some of the tasks 
previously assigned to the department 
of licensing and regulation. It is not 
the intent of this task force or AIA 
Michigan to disband the Bureau of 
Occupational and Professional 
Registration. This thrust is to aug- 
ment the services currently provided 
and add them to the enactment of ex- 
isting legislation with regard to the 
practice of architecture. 

More information will be forthcom- 
ing in the next few months from the 
State Licensing Committee and its 
Tasks Forces. As we begin to formu- 
late plans of action. 


RECEPTION TO HONOR 
DENNIS KING, FAIA 


Dennis King, FAIA, President of 
Harley Ellington Pierce Yee As- 
sociates, Inc., has just been named to 
the College of Fellows by National 
AIA. 

Dennis King is a Past President of 
AIA Detroit and has been an AIA 
member since 1974. King chaired the 
AIA Detroit Long Range Planning 
and Public Relations Committees and 
presently serves on National AIA 
Public Awareness Network. Heis also 
an active member with the Engineer- 
ing Society of Detroit and the Profes- 
sional Services Management Associa- 
tion. He serves on the Zoning Board 
of Appeals for Huntington Woods, 
where he provided important plan- 
ning guidance for city plaza and 
playground projects. He was ap- 
pointed by the mayor to the city’s 
Cable Advisory Board. King is an ac- 
tive fundraiser for the Detroit Sym- 
phony, the Institute of Arts and the 
Michigan College Foundation.

King is the only architect from 
Michigan to receive Fellowship desig- 
nation this year. 

AIA Michigan will host a reception 
in his honor on June 4, 1992 at the 
Beaubien House at 5:00 -7:00 p.m. All 
members are invited to share in the 
celebration.

OBITUARIES 


Bernard DeVries, FAIA-E died on 
February 2, 1992. He was 82. He had 
been an AIA member since 1943 and 
served on several MSA committees in- 
cluding the Mid Summer Conference 
Committee for many years in the 
1950s. 

Of the Grand Valley and Western 
Michigan chapters, DeVries was 
elected into the AIA College of Fel- 
lows in 1966. He is an AIA Michigan 
Gold Medal recipient. Among many 
significant projects, his practice was 
noted for The Masonic Temple, Jef- 
ferson Towers, GTE Exchange Build- 
ings and private homes in Muskegon. 

DeVries wife, Helen Johnson and 
family held a memorial service at the 
First Congregational Church in Mus- 
kegon designed by Devries Architects. 


Carl Habermas, AIA-E, of the 
Detroit Chapter, died on December 
25, 1991. 

Habermas became an Emeritus 
member in 1970. Most of Habermas’ 
professional career was spent in 
private practice, although he began as 
a draftsman for the firm of Smith 
Hinchman & Grylls. After 13 years in 
solo practice, Habermas formed the 
firm of Schowalter & Habermas in 
1948, specializing in residential and 
commercial Buildings. 

Habermas served on the Grosse 
Pointe Park Planning Commission and 
was involved in the Grosse Pointe 
Community most of his life.
